But without being able to create a new order! 
TheChurch history has tried to match the 


genesis of Christianity with the Gloriol & 
Martyrdomsurround.It has been painstakingly 
tried to conceal the fact that Christianity, as 
soon as it rises above the city walls of 
Jerusalemspread, took up the struggle for 
power in the world. The image of the denier 
of Bethlehein was afterFaked at will. For the 
sake of political power, everything that the 
people were included in religious 
proclamationneeded. The oriental cults, 
mysteries, ancient promises and symbols 
were stolen and the masses ledto attack the 
state of the strong. The Jew Paulus attacked 
the altar in Athens with wicked courage, the 
real oneAryan reverence of the Greeks for the 
eternal divine law to the unknown God was 
established and fellassert that God is known 
and revealed in Christ. Read the passages of 
Pliny, Suetonius,Julians the Apostate:

Emperors and kings, scholars and freedom 
fighterswere enslaved and murdered by those 
who proclaimed love.

opposed to church fathers when 
Melanchthon had finally defeated the 
revolting Luther spiritually,immediately 
deployed Rome to counterattack the north 
and skillfully exploited the breach. 
Germanywas divided by Rome's resistance, 
the Protestant church was frozen in an 
unfortunate anduneducated orthodoxy and 
no longer had the strength to fight spiritually 
against the much more experienced

get emperors and kings, and princesScholars 
could win and proceeded according to plan.A 
church-free Germany could have repulsed the 
attack by Rome, a united people would be 
strong enough in itselfbeen.But as it was, 
Germany split up into states and groups and 
became so weak that it seemed harmless. 
Prussia wasthe only country that, due to its 
poverty, its readiness for war and its 
willingness to work, on its own,despite the 
fierce struggle, was regained. Of. Prussia ran 
out of the renewal of the German Empire. It 
wouldlead too far to list the individual phases 
of the struggle that the Great Elector, 
theFrederick the Great who led the 
stone.Suffice it to say that the determination 
of these German men was greater than the 
system of gagging.Dostoevsky once called 
the Germans a protesting nation. If the word 
is true, it is truemainly by the determined

the hand.Bismarck tried to re-establish 
German unity during the struggle and met the 
bitter resistance of theGerman lands 
influenced by Rome.He, who is so often 
called a Christian, had no choice but to take 
up arms, that has always been the 
caseHabsburg Austria, hearing from Rome, 
had to be removed from the German 
Confederation like a festering ulcerthe 
otherwise healthy body. Rome tried to 
compensate for this defeat by launching a 
war against theheretical German north.

In technical matters Rome leaves room for 
the play of thoughts and spirits.

TheseThe 
fortress is so difficult to access because the 
belief in letters, frozen in megalomania, is 
part of itcompassionate smile over the mind. 
The fine weapons of the spirit are ineffective 
in such cases! The condemnation list 
appeared on December 8, 1864'Syllabus’, in

And this claim is the challenge 
to the spirit of the north, which theProclaimed 
the idea of freedom.In Russia, France and 
Italy, the publication of the syllabus was 
immediately banned due to political 
concerns.However, we do know what it is like 
with such prohibitions in practice. Indeed, a 
tremendous one cameTension and 
excitement in the countries. The people were 
systematically involved in the conflict 
between Rome and the nation,brought 
between faith and spirit. From this dichotomy, 
Rome builds palaces for itself even in the 
poorest of times!Bismarck was convinced

in this conviction he was absolutely right,

of lies that calls itself progress in order to 
fight against any moral progress that is 
liberalismcall to hinder the freedom of the 
good and to promote the freedom of evil, 
which civilization calls itself, to theto undo 
the Christian religion and to bring us back to 
all the horrors of paganism! (See v. 
Ketteler:Germany after the war of 1866, p. 
145). It is very interesting to see how it was 


back then with theTerm “atrocities of 
paganism - operated! At all times Rome has 
led the paganism as a fright of children,in 
order to scare the Indian souls into fear of 
hell and devil.

lessonsthe unhappy youth withdrawn from 
the clergy almost everywhere, and what is 
worse, in not a fewPlaces to hand over to the 


teachers in wickedness and in error. For the 
reasons given, haveWe believe the time has 
come for a general council, as we have long 
since wished, everyoneOur venerable 
brethren, the bishops of the whole Catholic 
world, who take part in oursPastoral carers 
are called to gather. "Here already shows the 
mastery of Rome to defame opponents in the 
meanest way, them as the expulsion of theTo 
represent humanity and to speak with a pious 
glance of the unfortunate youth!There are no 
worse consequences of mendacity, because 
the unbiased reader must involuntarily see 
the pictureas if wherever the arm of Rome 
does not reach, meanness, crime and vice 
rule. A people who are committed 
toConfesses freedom and suspects the ways 
of Rome, is rejected and condemned 
according to the Roman reading, while 
onewhich, for example, does racial disgrace 
and degenerates politically, ethically and 
morally, a tool in the eyes of RomeGod's will. 


Provided that it does what Rome commands! 
A particular impertinence lies in the fact that, 
in contrast to the German-conscious 
statesmen, their demPeople responsible 
attitude will be dragged in the dirt, the Roman 
incitement apostles as martyrswho are 
tortured for the sake of their faith! 

One only has to visualize how those Roman 
emissaries from the pulpits and cathedrals

any greater strength ...Protesting is always an 
ungrateful effort and only has meaning when 
it is within the power of theProtesters lie to 
prevent what he is protesting against ...For 
Prussia there is only one constitutionally and 
politically standpoint, that of the full freedom 
of the churchecclesiastical matters and the 
resolute defense against any encroachment 
on the state territory. "This telegram from 
Bismarck shows the only possible attitude of 
the state: a German state expressly rejects 
itstarting political negotiations with the Papal 
States. In the field of faith, ie that of 

The state is tolerant of political deeds of faith 
and the practice of faith, but it defends with 
all vigorand by all means his total claim to the 
members of the state in all political 
questions. Right now wherelf a supranational 
power seeks to intervene in the political 
fortunes of the nation, it is hit by the armed 
arm of thevigilant state.Of course, Bismarck 
was not a prophet to foresee that Rome 


would have freedom in ecclesiastical 
mattershad to be synonymous with total 
spiritual domination. Only later did Bismarck 
see that Rome was always fromOppression 
speaks when it doesnt have all the 
power.Bismarck, who was in every way 
hereditary by the Vatican, tried everything to 
find a peaceful settlement of theTo reach 
conflict materials. He was not interested in a 
religious war. He was too good a German not 
to be into respect every religious conviction 
most generously. On August 11, 1869, he 
wrote to Hohenlohe thatln any case, a 
peaceful understanding should be sought.On 
September 6, 1869, the "Pastoral letter of the 
German bishops gathered in Fulda’ was 
published. It was the typical oneMediation 
attempt. On the one hand, the bishops 
wanted the bad impression that the council 
had already made beforemade his meeting by 
the numerous rumors swirling around, 
blurred, on the other handthey wanted to give 


the council well-intentioned advice not to go 
too far. The pastoral letter with its numerous 
assurances, the loyalty to the state and 
science had toAs a result, the governments 
let the bishops of their countries go to the 
council with the best of wishesHope "that a 
happy and peaceful agreement would now be 
reached.The only country that did not trust 
peace was Russia. Without further ado it 
forbade its bishops to leave theCouncil. The 
Prussian Minister of Education v. Muhler even 
wrote one to the Archbishop of Cologne on 
October 10, 1869very warm letter in which he 
expressly expresses his government's 
confidence in the Prussian bishopsspoke of 
the hope that the bishops outside their home 
country would always be aware of their rights 
and dutiesthan Prussians would remain 
conscious!The council was opened on 
December 8, 1869. At first there was a 
certain opposition made up of 
German,Austrian and also French bishops 


composed, in principle against the Roman 
beginning.Now the internal struggle 
began.On January 3, 1870, 369 members of 
the council submitted a joint submission, i.e. 
the vast majority of themCatholic dignitaries, 
the so-called "infallibility petition", in the short 
and sweet to the proclamation of theThe 
Pope's infallibility was asked.At the end of 
January came the very weak counter-attack 
of the minority, who now asked the Pope in a 
petition from theTo foresee a declaration of 
infallibility. This petition was filed in Rome 
just as quickly as the protestssome 
governments.Rome knows how to smile 
gently at every harmless advance and - to be 
silent! Since so farCouncil decisions had to 
be passed unanimously, it was stipulated that 
majority decisions would suffice in the 
futureshould. That was on February 20, 
1870.Eight days later the manly leader of the 
French Catholics, Count Montalembert, 
protested. It was allvain.On March 6, the 


definition of infallibility was presented:"... So 
we teach with the consent of the holy council 
and define it as a dogma of faith that kralt 
desDivine assistance from the Roman Pope, 
from whom in the person of Saint Peter also 
from our LordJesus Christ said: | have prayed 
for you that your faith will not waver! if he in 
practice of the office ashighest teacher of all 
Christians with his authority defines what is 
in matters of faith and morality of thewhole 
church, cannot be wrong... "Now it became 
clear even to the most gullible that Rome was 
well on the way to accomplishing its political 
projectwin. 

The protests became more stormy and 
numerous: on April 4, France took steps; on 
April 23, Prussia took actionhis contradiction. 
On May 8th, some bishops even protested 
against the immediate consultation of 
thelnfallibility.Rome pushed aside all 
objections and pushed for a vote, which took 
place on July 13th.A number of dignitaries 


had already left in prudent calculations 
before the vote. Her step was on thaton the 
one hand a skilful bow to the government of 
the homeland, on the other hand he could do 
the RomanAiming no longer hurts after a 
simple majority was enough to pass a 
decision.At the time of the vote there were a 
total of 601 prelates. Of these, 451 gave their 
placet, 62 said placet juxtamodum and 88 
stood against the offensive of Jesuit Rome 
with their Non Placet.With this the dogma of 
infallibility had become a fact, and with it 
unscrupulous Jesuitism had its goal 
withinreached the church and was now able 
to attack the cultural world after the 
objectives and the gatheringpass over.The 
minority bishops made another statement 
and left Rome.On July 18, 1870, the Christian 
flock was cheered by loyal bellhammers from 
all over the worldCountries had been driven

Pope.'"By faithfully clinging to the 
transference handed down from the 
beginning of the Christian faith,We teach, 
with the consent of St. Council, for the glory 
of God Our Savior, for the exaltation of the 
CatholicReligzon and for the salvation of the 
Christian peoples, and declare as a doctrine 
that is worshiped by God: thatRoman Pope 
when he speaks from his chair (ex cathedra), 
that is, when he is in the exercise of his office 
asShepherd and teacher of all Christians, by 
virtue of his highest apostolic power, one of 
the entire Churchdoctrine to be retained, 
concerning faith or morals, decides, by virtue 
of the divine, from St. Peter Himof promised 
assistance has his infallibility, with which the 
divine Redeemer unites his Church in 
decision-makingwanted to be endowed with 
doctrine concerning faith or morals and that 
therefore such decisions of theRoman Pope 
by himself, but not only with the consent of 


the clergy, are immutable. But onewhatever 
God forbid, should dare to contradict our 
decision, let him be under the spell. "On 
September 20th, Italian troops occupied 
Rome, preparing the Pope for secular ruleEnd, 
as far as this rule extended to the Papal 
States. The council was adjourned 
indefinitely! The But infallibility had become 
dogma! 


The Fight Against Germany 


Meanwhile the war between Germany and 
France had broken out.As a responsible 
statesman, Bismarck immediately put the 
Roman affair aside to free his handsto get for 
the armed struggle of the nation. As he wrote 
to Arnim in a telegram, "thelnfallibility 
instantly without interest. "Of course, 
however, Bismarck had absolutely no idea of 
theTo put up with provocation by Rome, he 
was too good a German to not take an insulta 


countermeasure would have answered. He 
expressly assured the Grand Duke of Baden 
that he would go afterEnding the war against 
"infallibility" would proceed. (See Emperor 
Friedrich's diary. GermansRundschau LVII 
(1888) 16.)Bismarck kept the truce while 
outside the German troops for the nation's 
honor against Francefought. And while in the 
field Protestant and Catholic soldiers forgot 
their denominations and all of themGermans 
who fought and died for their people, who are 
independent of all denominations, rummaged 
aroundObscure men inside the empire, trying 
to reach a political agreement through quickly 
sown confessionalTo prevent distrust. The 
same bishops who just a year earlier gave 
their warning voice against the presumption 
of the JesuitHad risen papacy, now in August 
1870 submitted in a resolution of their Fulda 
Bishops’ Conferencethe power of the Pope 
and the Council of Is. Only a few Catholic 
university professors of theology presented 


themselves 

against the Pope and were man enough to 
draw the necessary conclusions for their 
conviction, they wereMen like Dollinger, 
Reinkens, Schulte and others. This opposition 
was initially almost insignificant in its effects, 
since the Catholic masses withdid not submit 
theological questions and had no connection 
with the theologians. The crowds went into 
thatChurches and stood in front of the pulpits 
- but the pulpits were occupied by ultra- 
Roman priests! So it happened that inFor a 
short time the Catholic church people were 
fanatical about the Pope's claim to infallibility, 
becausethe state was too generous to 
supervise the pulpits. And Rome was 
unscrupulous enough thisTo take advantage 
of generosity as much as possible.On August 
25th, the faithful professors met in 
Nuremberg around the people of Fulda, who 
was meeting on August 30thTo forestall the 
conference of bishops.In Nuremberg, 


Dollinger read an appeal that was in the 
interests of Christianity against ultramontane 
activitiesjudged and advocated calling an 
uninfluenced council on this side of the Alps. 
Made this manly confessionSome of the 
undecided professors are even more anxious 
than they were before, so that a decision has 
yet to be madecould not be caught. Some 
gentlemen still needed time for "careful 
consideration’. This opportunityused Rome 
skillfully to reach the Nuremberg confessors 
via the detour of easily procured 
indiscretiondefame them before Nuremberg 
even made the slightest advance. He 
understood cleverlyVatican to unleash a 
storm of indignation against the "Yerrater" of 
Nuremberg in the press that belongs to him, 
and thatto warn Catholic church people 
against the "apostates". The Nuremberg 
action was through Rome's gambitfizzled out 
before it had even begun.The "Old Catholics", 
as the loyal to the state, alienated Catholics 


now called themselves, were condemned to 
ato remain a small circle of suspects and 
slanders.In these fights and the resulting 
ultramontane agitation, one must always bear 
in mind thatGermany had to fight for its 
existence and its future with the weapon. The 
baiting brought Rome what it wasStrived for: 
In the Prussian state elections on November 
9 and 16, 1870, 60 were 
ultramontaneMembers elected i A strong 
wedge had been driven into the heartland of 
the nascent German Reich!The first 
complications of a more serious nature were 
brought about by the actions of the 
Archbishop of Cologne. ThisArchbishop 
wanted to force the Bonn professors of 
Catholic theology to submit a submission 
reverseto sign the doctrine of infallibility. It is 
well known that university professors are civil 
servants who are on oath to theStates stand. 
At the instigation of the Ultramontanes, this 
oath was to be broken by a special oath on 


the Popebecome! Some professors refused 
to play this double game and became “a 
sacris Suspended “and no Catholic student 
was allowed to hear their lectures! That 
meant nothing more than disrespect! Of 
course, the state had to stand behind the 
professors loyal to the state and defend itself 
against that ofRome out of attempts to break 
up the loyal followers.Even with the best will 
in the world, it could not be expected that on 
the one hand the costly theologicalFaculties 
maintained and on the other hand had to see 
how the attempt was made to open these 
facultiesTo make herds of public hostility. It 
was also only in the interests of the state, the 
Old Catholics, who also partly out of loyalty to 
the stateRefused the supremacy of Rome to 
take protection against the defamation 
attempts. The ultramontanes were extremely 
angry that the Prussian state was not at their 
will and theyNot exterminating Old Catholics,

talk about the history of Old Catholicism, only 
this much should be said: thatOld 
Catholicism lacked the necessary response 
because it was unable to gain a foothold in 
the people through the agitation of Rome 
andhad to be limited to a certain group of 
"educated" people.A man like Dollinger did 
not join the Old Catholic Church, which was 
later constituted, and diedlonely in the 
excommunication. Old Catholicism never 
became a powerful organization because of 
theinevitable internal compromise and had 
no blood. That is why Bismarck had no 
deeper interests eitherhim.Already at the first 
skirmish between state and church it turned 
out that Rome was in the young center 
partyhad created a fanatical following. 

You have to leave it to the center: it has 
always known how to plan for the long term 
and its operationsskillfully and often carried 
out unnoticed.On March 21, 1871, the

fought for a German Empire in Versailles in

The 
freedom of conscience of Catholics, from the 
sovereign freedom of the PopeWorn at last, 
would be enslaved, with the fatal violation of 
their rights, every authority in its 
foundationsshocked. ... May the new day of 
peace bring about the necessary 
establishment of the secular rule of the 
Roman Seebring ... ‘Here Rome played its 
main trump card in a very undisguised form.

tensions in the empire.Above all, Bismarck 
saw the danger and shame that must lie in it, 
and that it aided Roman interestsTo provide 
opening credits.In the 2nd volume of his 
memoirs he says:

"This demarcation 
between the supposedly pro-government, but 
otherwise power-dependent church and 
theresponsible state is unsurpassable.When 
Bismarck refused to be harnessed to the 
Roman chariot and warlike against 
ItalyTaking reprisals in favor of the Pope was 
practically a state of war with Germany for 
Romegiven.The attempt of the ultramontanes 
to rebel Bavaria by whipping up pseudo- 
illusive instinctsBringing against the Reich 
failed because of Bavarian loyalty to the 
state. Here even an admirably strong one was 
boughtGerman front, which got its support 
once from King Ludwig II, but then also 
mainly from the BavarianMinister of Culture 
von Lutz had. Munich, once called the 


"German Rorn’ by the Jesuits, became a 
meeting pointCatholics loyal to the state. 
Dollinger was appointed to the university 
there as rector and did everything at allto 
prevent ultramontane advance. But it goes 
without saying that in Catholic Bavaria,incited 
by Rome, formed an anti-subversive fronde 
that gave the Bavarian government much 
trouble. The tumult of the ultramontanes in 
the whole empire and especially in Prussia 
increased from day to day, and in theln the 
same way the tone that Rome was adopting 
became more arrogant. So Prussia saw itself 
compelled on July 8, 1871 theto abolish the 
Catholic department in the Ministry of Culture 
in order to at least prevent that from within 
the governmentthe burglaries degenerated 
into acts of sabotage and espionage.One of 
Bismarck’s main reasons for abolishing the 
Catholic department was that from here, that 
is, from an official departmentGovernment 
agency, a lively Catholic agitation in the 


Polish-speaking part of the East German 
populationdeveloped. In the Ministry of 
Culture, a Catholic headquarters with a 
decidedly Polish attitude had even 
emerged.who worked purposefully in an anti- 
German sense and no longer made any effort 
to camouflage themselves in a 
denominational way.Bismarck was thinking in 
terms of state politics when he turned 
against Catholic propaganda in the East.His 
basic attitude towards the Polish aspirations 
for autonomy of his time is instructive.He 
wrote as early as 1848:"One can want to 
restore Poland within its borders of 1772 (as 
the Poles themselves hope, if they toostill 
withholding), give him back all of Posen, West 
Prussia, Warmia; then Prussia's best tendons 
becomecut through, millions of Germans are 
surrendered to Polish arbitrariness ... "Lately 
the agitation had taken such forms that a 
Polish uprising was to be expected.Bismarck 
had previously tried everything to change the 


cultural and political conditions in the East, 
he hadthe bishop v. Ketteler offered the 
Archdiocese of Poznan in order to be able to 
exercise state supervision. v. Ketteler was 
lyingnothing to do with pacification in the 
east, he turned down Bismarck's offer on the 
grounds that he was the Polish oneLanguage 
not powerful!The suspicion is that v. Ketteler 
or another bishop of Rome who was 
acceptable to the state was not in Poznan at 
allwas desired, because Rome was interested 
in the preservation of the German-Polish 
antagonisms, which was particularly evident 
from thisit emerged that the Catholic agitator 
Schaffranek was pampered by the 
ultramontanes. Schaffranek, one of thethe 
most fanatical German hater the world has 
seen traveled around the east and agitated 
invoking theHeaven and all saints with the 
greatest success. The swelling of the "Polish" 
elements in the east was almostattributable 
solely to his propaganda. Its main argument 


was the claim of infusibilityGerman and 
Polish character. Here Schaffranek turned so 
particularly to those of Rome todayfrowned 
upon racial instincts! And, as the government 
soon discovered, it was successful!The 
Catholic department in the Ministry of Culture 
greatly expanded the positions Schaffranek 
had won in the eastquickly and purposefully 
through statistics, “minority teachers’ and 
resources. The state had to have its own 
herePay gravedigger! 

For reasons of loyalty, the evangelical 
department was officially dissolved and both 
departments in onethe new "Department for 
Spiritual Affairs".Bismarck expressly writes in 
Volume II of the Memoirs that he was 
speaking through the Polish, not the 
CatholicSide of the struggle waged against 
the state was forced to dissolve.Rome, of 
course, had nothing more urgent to do than 
to speak of a suppression of the faith and 
thatTo call "Kulturwelt" to fight against 


German barbarism.You can see: the words of 
Rome change, but never the idea that drives 
the struggle for world domination.Bismarck 
saw in the head of the previous Catholic 
department, Kratzig, a private employee of 
the RadziwillschenFamily who believed they 
were allowed to fish in the murky east. The 
reasons that caused Bismarck to merge into 
KratzigSeeing paid agents met with the 
opposition of the Radziwills, but could not be 
refuted eitherbecome.The situation in the 
east came to a head when the Bishop of 
Warmia, where especially the struggle 
between Germannessand Slavery was fought 
out, without further ado the Catholic religion 
teacher Wollmann, who refused theTo teach 
the infallibility of the Pope excommunicated 
and forbade him from teaching.Since the 
Catholic seminary in Braunsberg was 
received from state funds and Wollmann was 
a Prussian civil servantthe state vetoed 
because he had not been asked when he was 


deposed. The bishop declared against it,As a 
Catholic, Wollmann had to adhere to the rules 
of the church.The state now took the position 
that Wollmann had not taught anything 
different from what he had been teaching 
before July 18, 1870already taught. The state 
cannot recognize a later change in Catholic 
teaching! This example makes it particularly 
clear which predicaments civil servants and 
the state find themselves in when twolssuing 
conflicting orders and instructions to 
authorities. The total claim of the state will 
always bebe sabotaged by the church, 
because the church mostly lives from the 
dichotomy between state and 
churchespecially good!The affair of the 
religious teacher Wollmann in Braunsberg, 
which was still harmless in itself - it was all 
over by nowother things happened - was 
exaggerated by the ultramontanes to an 
outrageous extent. You just wanted 
thatStruggle!In fact, they wanted to divert the 


power struggle that had already broken out in 
good time to the religious area in order to 
avoid theCatholic people all the more secure. 
On September 7, 1871 there was an ‘media 
presentation of the PrussianBishops to the 
Emperor.After some back and forth, the 
Prussian Minister of Culture Muhler replied in 
a letter dated November 25th.1871 to the 
Archbishop of Cologne:"... The state is 
neither obliged nor entitled to consider the 
adherents of the old doctrine in their 
relationship to the stateTreat renegades. 
They have not lost their right to the protection 
of the state becausethe church has changed 
the content of its teaching, and this 
protection is still granted to them ... "Once 
again the state has refused to interfere in 
internal church affairs, but above all it 
hasrefrains from being a henchman in 
punishing Rome's unpleasant Catholics. The 
agitation that was driven down from the 
pulpit now assumed such forms, especially in 


Bavaria, that thepublic safety was threatened. 
Everywhere the incited church people 
demonstrated against the state, and 
Romeunderstood it masterfully to drive the 
martyr instincts of the Christian parts of the 
people to the climax.Rome believed it could 
win if it carried out the war on two fronts in 
the east and in the south energetically and 
purposefullywould advance.In the West there 
had not yet been a fight, only passive 
resistance, but here toocould bring the order 
to attack any day. The unity of the empire was 
severely threatened, for Rome could drive the 
masses to revolution. 

The so-called later "pulpit paragraph’ was 
prepared and in great danger by the Bavarian 
governmentforwarded.On November 16, 
1871, the amendment was submitted to the 
plenary session of the Federal Council. 
Bismarck supportednaturally the advance of 
Bavaria. The bill read as follows:"After Section 
130 of the Criminal Code for the German 


Reich, the following new Section 130 a is set:" 
A clergymanor other religious servant who in 
the exercise or at the instigation of the 
exercise of his profession publiclya crowd or 
which place in a church or other place 
designated for religious gatheringsseveral 
affairs of the state in such a way as to disturb 
the public peaceThe subject of a 
proclamation or discussion is punishable by 
up to 2 years in prison. "On November 28, 
1871, this pulpit paragraph was approved by 
the Reichstag with the addition of "or 
fortress" by a large 

majorityaccepted. Significantly, the Catholic 
ruled Saxony and the two Lutheran 
Mecklenburg were againstParagraphs.Rome 
ran a storm against the pulpit paragraph, 
which, as everyone can see, is exclusively an 
act of defense by the stateagainst 
denominational encroachments. Voices 
began to stir in the Protestant Church 
toospoke of "the suppression of freedom" 


and did not want to see that denominations 
were in the field ofCan limit pastoral care! 
There was a general desire for martyrdom in 
the Catholic clergy.Unfortunately, Bismarck 
found v. Muhler did not get the assistance he 
wanted. This hadthe reason for this is that 
Muhler had to show consideration for his 
Catholic wife! Muhler was already against 
itthe abolition of the Catholic department 
resisted and played a game that was not 
always transparent.Bismarck says in the 2nd 
volume of his memoirs:"Indeed, Muhler fell 
over Kratzig and Polonism, despite the 
support that he and his wife receivedHad 
women's connections at the hole. "These 
ladies’ associations, which intrigued against 
Bismarck with Kaiser Wilhelm I, gave the 
Chancellor his lifemade difficult through it. 
Proof of how skillfully Rome can attack and 
how it was beforedoes not shy away from 
any means! Incidentally, to this day, the 
ultramontane circles naturally deny that 


anyLadies connections against Bismarck at 
court! It is even too embarrassing when 
one'religious’ party such methods can be 
demonstrated. On January 17th, Muhler was 
finally at his requestDismissed from his 
service as minister of education and by the 
much more energetic and reliableAdalbert 
Falk replaced. The final impetus for the 
elimination of Muhler was the draft of the 
new School Supervision Act.Here Muhler 
failed completely.On January 30, 1872, two 
keynote speeches were given in the 
Reichstag, one of which was a new 
oneCulture Minister Falk, the other von 
Bismarck. It is interesting to have a glimpse 
into the thoroughly posh way of thinkingTo do 
falks, on which the whole hatred of the 
ultramontanes has piled.Among other things, 
Falk stated:"... | will let myself be guided by 
the sentence that the churches and the 
church communities have their freedom and 
theirkeep full movement, | will never get in 


your way.But, gentlemen, when the rights of 
the state are in question and rights that the 
state must protect against everyone andalso 
against the church communities, but you will 
see me as a lawyer, | will allcompletely reject 
unauthorized speeches ... "Here, too, the 
warning to peace can be heard over and over 
again. 

It cannot be stressed enough that the state 
has been attacked and that in this defensive 
struggle theThe state was inspired by an 
almost unforgivable magnanimity.In his 
speech, Bismarck briefly attacked the alleged 
religiosity of the Center Party, of all 
peopleplaced at their head Windthorst, 
known as the Prussian eater, who had 
emphatically insisted that he was more 
convincedHanoverian and would never 
forgive the predatory Prussia for having 
annexed Hanover. At thisAt this point, 
reference should only be made briefly to the 
separatist activities of certain Hanoverian 


circles after the World War.The hatred of 
Prussia in those agitated circles is the 
undisputed merit of Roman voles. It was well 
knownHanover formerly a domain of England, 
and it was in the spirit of Rome to have this 
English supervisory authority in HanoverTo 
use pressure against Prussia-Germany! An 
English-run Hanover would always be on 
handBeen the gurgle of the empire!The 
hatred of Prussia was so much stoked that 
Hanoverian Jatriots ‘became Catholics, so 
that the last of their hatreds tooTo take away 
inhibitions. On February 9, 1872, the School 
Supervision Act, which was now masterfully 
developed by Falk, was passed inReichstag 
negotiates. 


The State in Defense 


Reichensperger, the Romling, called the 
announcement of the School Supervision Act 
a storm signal!God knows, the defense 
measure was not a ‘storm’, it consisted 
rather in the state of thetake away the school 
supervision from the anti-state church and 
the hotbed of the Roman rooting, the Jesuit 
order,wanted to pick up!At the same time, 
Bismarck was thinking of protecting the 
Protestant Church by creating a Reich Synod 
and throughto support richer 
endowment.Rome screamed!The 
ultramontanes under the leadership of 
Windthorst and Reichensperger attacked the 
Chancellor in an immoderate form.

We have the necessity, by the 
state, in those areas in which the population 
is GermanLanguage does not speak as a 
mother tongue, to teach the children in that 
language ...The state wants to get rid of 
those reasons that are likely to ... cause 
conflicts ... "Bismarck said:"... The complaint 
that we have against the spiritual school 
inspectors in the provinces where Polish was 
spokenis that they do not allow the ‘German 
language to come into its legal right’ but work 
tothat the German language is neglected and 
not taught; that the teacher whose 
schoolchildren are progressing inof the 
German language, did not receive favorable 
censorship from his clergyman ... "Rome has 
fought at all times for the spiritual school 


supervision and has extensive even in the 
Marxist stateNegotiated concessions on the 
educational issue. Before a complete 
shutdown of the Church in all matters 
ofSchool education is achieved, the danger 
will not disappear that in the young soul of 
the child the doubtthe validity of the laws of 
the people and the state is planted. The state 
youth must be saved from having 
asupranational power persuades her that 
nation and state are things of subordinate 
rank. Especially when it comes to 
upbringingRome has so far successfully 
managed to push wedges into the unity of the 
people. From the right oneln the future it will 
depend on whether our people can be 
inoculated with total state thinking or 
whetherLarge parts of the people will 
continue to maintain their reservation against 
nation and state for "religious" 
reasonsallowed to. 

The draft of the School Supervision Act went 


through with the changes that the 
compulsory obligation for clergySchool 
inspectorate and expressly the political 
community fell under the right to co- 
supervise theSchool had to practice. 
Although Rome had already driven the 
struggle to very violent forms, Bismarck 
triedall over again to calm down. He 
suggested through the German Charge 
d'affaires at the Vatican, V.Derenthall, 
proposed to the German Cardinal Prince 
Hohenlohe-Schillingsfurst as ambassador to 
the Holy Stuhieappoint. This would have 
eased the struggle insofar as Hohenlohe 
would have confidence on the one 
handBismarchs owned. on the other hand, as 
a cardinal, he had voted for infallibility. The 
Pope would have thatcan confirm a German 
cardinal without any objection or have in him 
an intermediary for the German government,if 
only he had wanted to! But he wanted the 
fight in Germany, which in general was a trial 


of strengthRome and a threat to the young 
empire was to continue.Another reason why 
the Pope rejected Cardinal Hohenlohe is 
surely to be found in the fact thatHohenlohe 
was a known enemy of Jesuitism. The 
Jesuits, however, were fighting against 
Germany in Romebest stormtroopers, and the 
Pope certainly did not want to annoy them!As 
is well known, Cardinal Hohenlohe was later 
poisoned by the Jesuits!Rome had shown its 
true colors again and revealed its will to 
destroy.On May 14, 1872, heated debates 
broke out over the Hohenlohe case in the 
Reichstag. Bismarck shaped his life herewell- 
known German word:'Don't worry, were not 
going to Canossa. Neither physically nor 
mentally!"After this session of the Reichstag, 
Bismarck went on vacation. During this time 
of vacation, the Jesuit law was 
introducedbroughNt in. - It is well Known that 
the Jesuits played the major part in the so- 
called "Counter Reformation’ in Germanyhad. 


They deliberately pushed into every breach 
they made in the German people and 
souldiscovered before. They made use of all 
the trends of the time, whether they were 
enlightened or romantic, or idealisticwere 
materialistic to make their ‘conversions’.The 
attempts of the Jesuits were crowned with all 
the greater success than the Jesuits used 
every means of struggleReward or 
punishment was right. The Volkish and 
Protestant circles in the real sense of the 
wordGermany had long since seen through 
the aims of the Jesuits and raised their 
warning again and againVoice. The Pope's 
claim to power over the infallibility question, 
which was raised at Jesuit insistence, 
hadeyes and ears finally opened to the more 
indifferent circles in Germany, so that 
throughout the whole of GermanyPeople 
called for the expulsion of the Jesuits.On 
May 17th, after the third reading, the draft law 
was adopted by 181: 93 votes, which the 


Jesuit orderforbidden for the territory of the 
German Reich.§ 1. The order of the Society of 
Jesus and the orders and congregations 
similar to it are datedTerritories of the 
German Reich excluded. The establishment 
of branches of the same is prohibited. The 
forExisting branches are within a period to be 
determined by the Federal Council, but six 
monthsmust not exceed to dissolve.§ 2. 
Members of the order of the Society of Jesus 
or of orders related to it or of order-like 
ordersCongregations, if they are foreigners, 
can be expelled from federal territory; if you 
are a resident,they can be denied or ordered 
to stay in certain districts or places.§ 3. The 
orders required to execute and ensure the 
enforcement of this law are issued byFederal 
Council issued.As is known, at the instigation 
of Rome, which, incomprehensibly, was asked 
by the last German emperor to mediate 
inWorld War | was tackled, in 1917 the Jesuit 
order for Germany was re-admitted. That has 


become bitteravenged, because the Jesuits 
immediately began to resume the Counter- 
Reformation by all means. In politicsthey 
soon regained the influence they had in the 
school and in the settlementOn May 29, 1872, 
the unruly Catholic field provost Bishop 
Namszanowski, who served the Old Catholic 
soldiersThe joint use of the Cologne garrison 
church St. Pantaleon refused and the order of 
the Minister of War von Roon 

for the release of the church not obeyed, 
deposed. Almost a year later it became the 
Catholic provost's officecanceled!Rome used 
this incident to outrageous insults to 
Bismarck and Germany, which was not in 
touch with Rome.Attempts were made to 
incite the Catholic church people to armed 
insurrection. The Catholics in Germanywere, 
however, still too much under the 
overwhelming impression of the founding of 
the Empire at Versailles for themclosed to 
have obeyed the Roman request. Only in 


Essen did theJesuit expulsion of blood.In his 
anger, the Pope let himself be carried away to 
say that he had let Bismarck know that a 
triumph will comeget involved in a fight 
against the truth and against the church, the 
greatest madness, and that one does not 
knowwhether the little stone that shattered 
the foot of the colossus should not soon 
come loose from the height!Here the Pope 
speaks openly of the destruction of Germany! 
And from this premise the triumph of Rome 
on November 9, 1918 is to be understood!The 
case of the religion teacher Dr. Wollmann in 
Braunsberg was now stirred up again. The 
bishop ofWarmia still refused to recognize 
Wollmann as a member of the Church and to 
let him teach.The state initially negotiated, 
but naturally could not reach an agreement 
with Rome about where the borders weremay 
be drawn between nation and church in 
practice.After all, the state did the best it 
could, and withdrew the financial backing 


from your Warmian bishopSupport. That gave 
Rome again grist to speak of the 
"suppression of the Church". The German 
bishops, who have now gathered again in 
Fulda, issued a memorandum in which 
theystated that it was ultimately the curia and 
not the state that was decisive for them. The 
state gave up, -someone with thempetty 
questions of religious instruction ir 
Braunsberg or the input of people like 
Mallinckrodt, who onReason of the 
constitutional document of January 31, 1850, 
Art. 4, wanted to prove that the abolition of 
the Jesuit orderit is illegal to argue any 
longer. The House of Representatives went 
over such. Carryover attemptsjust on the 
agenda. In the late summer of 1872 the first 
drafts of theBills were created that were 
brought out in 1873 and gave the state the 
right to intellectual propertyShaping the 
nation should secure.The mere prospect of 
any claims by the state in the intellectual and 


cultural areas made itUltrarnontanes were 
considerably nervous, and they tried to 
distract the state from its course by creating 
troubles. ItIt was therefore absolutely 
necessary, in the interests of the state of 
affairs, to bring together all state-preserving 
forcesto perform.On January 1, 1873, 
therefore, the War Minister von Roon took 
over the management of the entire ministry. 
Falkremained the executive organ of the 
government in his function as minister of 
education.On January 9th, the bills were 
presented, namely:1. The draft of a law on the 
limits of the right to use ecclesiastical penal 
and disciplinary materials.2. The draft law on 
the training and employment of clergy.3. The 
draft law on ecclesiastical disciplinary power 
and the establishment of the royal courtfor 
church affairs.4. At the same time, on behalf 
of the Minister of Justice, the draft law on 
leaving the Church.Here the state developed 
programmatic ideas which were capable of 


increasing the authority of Rome in the most 
difficult wayshake. Because it was now 
seriously about the competence of the 
church in the questions of the public and 
privateLife. The explanations that Falk made 
on these drafts also left nothing to be desired 
in terms of clarityleft. The nervousness in the 
circles of the Center was now so great that 
the thought was seriously considered of 
onestart parliamentary strike and boycott the 
sessions of parliament. Could only with 
difficulty 

Windthorst told his group colleagues about 
this beginning, which might have led to the 
downfall of the center,dissuade.On January 
15, 1873, contrary to the proposals of the 
center, it was decided not to withdraw the 
bill.On January 30, the bishops issued an 
address to the emperor asking him to 
deliberate the lawsto prevent that a devout 
Catholic could neither recognize nor obey 
these laws and would not.After this renewed 


declaration of war and refusal of obedience 
on the part of the ultramontanes, the 
government decidedFirst of all, the decision 
was made to amend and supplement Articles 
15 and 18 of the Constitution. The finalThe 
amended constitution was published on April 
5, 1873. The new wording of the articles 
concernedis the following (the new positions 
are blocked):Article 15.The Protestant and 
Roman Catholic Churches, as well as every 
other religious society, organize and 
administer theirsMatters independent, but 
remains subject to state laws and the legally 
regulated supervision of the 
statesubject.With the same stipulation, every 
religious society remains in possession and 
enjoyment of theand charitable purposes 
designated institutions, foundations and 
funds.Article 18.The right of appointment, 
proposal, election and activity when filling 
church posts is, as far as it is the stateand is 
not based on the patronage or special legal 


titles. This provision does not apply to the 
employment of clergy in the military or in 
public institutions.In addition, the law 
regulates the powers of the state with regard 
to training, employment and dismissalClergy 
and religious servants and determines the 
limits of ecclesiastical disciplinary 
power.Rome now incited its messengers and 
servants to openly attack the state.On 
February 23, the Archbishop of Posen, Count 
Ledochowski, issued a circular to 
theReligious teachers ordered his iocese to 
continue teaching in defiance of government 
ordersPolish language! It was in the interests 
of Roman propaganda for the state to 
prohibit theTo force religious instruction to 
then with moral disgust of the German pagan 
do and the persecution of theReligion to 
speak.How clearly Bismarck recognized the 
situation is evident from his well-known 
speech in the manor house, which he gave on 
March 10, 1873held out.In this speech he 


said:"The papacy has always been a political 
power, that with the greatest determination 
and with the greatestSuccess has intervened 
in the world.

It dealsabout the defense of the state, about 
the delimitation of how far the priesthood 
and how far the kingshipshould go. And this 
demarcation must be found in such a way 
that the state for its part can survive.

24th, Bismarck spoke again on the same

On May 1, 1873, the new church laws were 
adopted by a large majority in the manor 
house and on May 15released.they form the 
beginning of the state's legal defensive 
struggle. The state fought for law and 
justicehis claim, and since it was a matter of 
principle, he could not give in. Significantly, 
also tookProtestant circles now decided 
against Bismarck, as they were entitled to the 
sovereignty of the statesaw "evangelical 
freedom’ threatened. Liberalism had entered 
into an alliance with the churches around 


theTo deny the state's claim to power.And the 
state had hardly expected anything from the 
churches that could endanger the 
confessional status, hehad merely pushed 
back the ecclesiastical arbitrariness in favor 
of the state authority. It was natural that 
theThe state had to rebel against the fact that 
the churches with increased external 
pressure on their parishioners to act,which 
were not in the interests of the state, could 
influence. He therefore restricted the 
handling of the criminal andDisciplinary 
violence and, above all, forbade the 
imposition of the great excommunication, 
provided that it was namedThe guilty party 
was announced because then, under this 
condition, the civil traffic block, that is, 
theRespect, it entailed. The churches resisted 
that the medieval punitive power of ban and 
ostracism now ceaseshould, and that with 
the lessening of coercion, a lessening of the

The modern state, which is based on the 
willingness of a united people, and only 
provides this prerequisiteThe possibility of 
doing politics for him must now be declared 
as his reservation in the broadest sense of 
the wordfight to the last the church that 
rebels against it. The modern age begins with 
the moment ofOvercoming the medieval 
ecclesiastical influence and with the total 
claim of the state. The Modern 
Ageovercomes the individual that is anchored 


in the church and replaces the political, 
folkish individualCommunity people.All 
attempts to interrupt this clear and natural 
development will be, no matter how 
determinedand if done wisely, fail today or 
tomorrow.To what extent Christianity itself 
will be overcome with medieval churchism 
depends on theabsolute Christianity, i.e. 
possibly detached from the Church, about its 
possibility of existence andPresence should 
not be spoken of here.Leaving the church 
was made much easier. With that, the 
Bismarckian state ceased to be a Christian 
state. Itit is idle to ponder whether a Christian 
form of government ever existed in the world, 
whether it didcould exist at all, the point is 
that on the part of the churches always from 
the Christian state, even if onlywhen the 
demand was spoken. The Protestant Church 
deduces from the occasional visit to the 
Lord's SupperBismarck still today that 
Bismarck was a Christian and therefore a 


Christian statesman. The fact is,that 
Bismarck was in favor of the total, that is, 
Christian indifferent state and thus 
unchristian in the sense of the BibleState 
fought.It used to be considered an act of 
public hostility to leave the church. Bismarck 
made sure that churchnessand loyalty to the 
state no longer remained the same concept. 
yes, it documented the indifference 
thatDisinterest of the state in the things of 
the church.So this step of the state was also 
taken up on the part of the churches. From 
the clergy was throughthe state demands a 
university degree and the rejection of a 
“cultural exam". This measure, which in itself 
is thespiritual elevation of the pastor's 
position could have served, was also 
outraged by the churches as 
unacceptableUnreasonable rejected.Boys 
seminars, educational institutions, as well as 
seminars for priests and preachers came 
under the supervision of the state, which 


fromPresident of the province concerned was 
exercised.German citizenship was made a 
condition for the employment of clergymen 
and teachers.The state also reserved the 
right to veto positions by clergymen. The 
demands of the state 

were all the more justified since Bismarck did 
not yet think of a separation between state 
and church, and the statemaintained the 
churches! The "Royal Court of Justice for 
Church Affairs" made sure that the churches 
did not deal with unlawful actsCompulsory 
measures were taken against their relatives, 
so that they would not be flogged, fined too 
high and theOstracism imposed.The law on 
disciplinary power stipulated, among other 
things, that only German church authorities 
should impose penaltieslit is likely that 
removal from your office could only take 
place after a previous process, etc. That was 
very important because Rome was still trying, 
of its own accord, against apostates with the 


worstTo proceed with penalties. Up until the 
very recent past people in Rome tried to put 
those who were unpopular in the dungeons of 
oneto make the modern inquisition 
disappear. And just a short time ago, Jesuit 
priests had the courage to go fromto speak 
of the salutary Inquisition and the blessings 
of the pyre!The state continued to refuse to 
be the bailiff of the church. He denied having 
a duty to perform ecclesiasticalTo have 
disciplinary decisions. The bishops 
assembled in Fulda leaned against the 
authority of the state with the following 
remarkable statementson:'The church can 
adhere to the principle of the pagan state that 
state laws are the ultimate source of all 
lawand the church only possesses the rights 
which the law and constitution of the state 
give her, notrecognize without denying the 
deity of Chriiti and the divinity of his teaching 
and foundation, without denying 
Christianityto make themselves dependent 


on the arbitrariness of the people. "(Rally of 
the Fulda Bishops’ Conference on May 26, 
73)For the sake of the truth it must not be 
concealed that even among Catholics loyal to 
the state the hatred ofthe Roman sentlings 
and their burrowing work in Germany grew.On 
June 14th, some sincere German Catholics 
sent an address to the Kaiser in which they 
opposed the’Attempt by the extreme party to 
present itself as the sole representative of 
Germany's Catholics’. The emperor 
responded to them very cordially in a letter 
dated July 22, 1873.Of course, this letter from 
the German Catholics had no influence 
whatsoever on the Roman agitation.It has 
been repeated several times later in history 
that national or patriotic Catholics 
objectraised against the fact that their 
religion was rubbish and party trade. But they 
always werea few exceptions from the closed 
block of the Romlings pressed against the 
wall and silenced.German-thinking Catholics 


who resisted ultramontanism became their 
Catholics in the authenticity of 
theirsSentiment - and if one thinks from 
Rome, rightly - suspicious.On August 7, 1873, 
the Pope could not help writing to the aged 
and good-natured Kaiser Wilhelm I.send, in 
which it says:’All the measures that your 
Majesty Government has taken for some time 
are targeting more and morethe annihilation 
of Catholicism. .. On the other hand, | am 
informed that Your Majesty is the procedure 
of yoursNot approving the government and 
not approving the harshness of the rules of 
law against the Catholic religion. If that's 
trueyour Majesty will not be convinced that 
these measures have no other effectthan the 
one to undermine Your Majesty's own throne? 
| speak with boldness because my banner is 
truthand | do my duty to tell the truth to 
everyone, including those who are not 
Catholics. Because everyone whowho has 
received baptism belongs in some respect or 


in some way to the Pope. "In a letter dated 
September 3, the Kaiser replied calmly and 
gracefully that he and his government were 
oneand as a Protestant he had to refuse to 
belong to the Pope in any way.Just as calmly 
and elegantly, the government continued on 
the path it had chosen.In December 1873 the 
proceedings against the Archbishop of 
Poznan, Count Ledochowski, were 
opened.Despite all warnings and even after 
the funds were blocked, this Roman priest 
had not stopped opposing the 

Rushing Reich and had conjured up the most 
impossible political conditions in Poznan. 
The case againsthe ended with his 
impeachment and arrest. The Pope 
responded with an encyclical in which he 
asked the bishops to persevere in the 
struggle for the just causeadmonished. In 
good German: he poured oil into the fire in 
the usual way!The state felt compelled to 
make the episcopal oath on the constitution 


more binding by adding the following:"... To 
scrupulously observe the laws of the 
state.'The center deputy Reichensperger had 
the typical Jesult "courage", the following in 
the House of RepresentativesSubmit 
application: The House would decide to send 
the state government a declaration that since 
1871disturbed ecclesiastical peace in the 
country after the serious experiences of the 
present not by persecution of theRailways 
that enter the latest legislative and 
administrative acts relating to church 
affairsbut only by returning to the principles 
that have been tried and tested over many 
yearsis to be achieved. "The motion, which 
Reichensperger had made purely 
provocatively, was of course rejected.In the 
meantime Roon had resigned, and for him 
Bismarck was again in charge of the State 
Departmentbeen commissioned. The Catholic 
action was not weakened in the new 
elections to the Reichstag on January 10, 


1874 with 92 seatsemerged.Bismarck saw 
that he couldn't give in in this fight because 
his opponent was fighting just as 
purposefully as he was.Next, the draft law on 
civil marriage was presented. An optional 
civil has existed since 1860.However, it had 
hardly achieved any practical significance. In 
truth, the clergy used itMarriages lead to

churches. Divorced people were allowed'as 
wicked do not marry again. The most terrible 
family tragedies arose because of 
educational issues. TheCivil marriage bill was 
more than a push by the state in the direction 
of its total claim it wasan act of humanity 
towards inhuman, pious zealots, it was an act 
of redemption for allthose who have not 
received recognition and confirmation of their 
engagement from the churches and who live 
in cohabitationhad to, exposing themselves 
to shame and persecution. The law on civil 
marriage, passed on January 16Adopted in 
1874, these impossibilities ended at one 
stroke by just proposing legally valid 
marriagesto the registrar as a representative 
of the state.Birth, marriage and death were 
now registered in the registry office, so that 
the churches became officially 
superfluous. The success was that baptisms 
and church weddings suddenly decreased. 
Immediately continued by evangelicaland on 


the ‘conservative’ side a very strong attack 
against Bismarck.In the spring of 1874 new 
drafts were presented to supplement the first 
May Laws of 1873.First of all, on May 4, 1874, 
the imperial law was approved, according to 
the clergy, who despite the prohibition 
orRemoval from office performed church 
acts, banned or assigned to stay in certain 
placescould be. Then came the amendments 
to the law on the formation of clergy andon 
the administration of settled Catholic 
dioceses. On May 9th, the new May laws 
were passed in the House of 
Representativesaccepted; six days later they 
were approved again in the mansion. This 
time, too, the state emphasizedagain his 
readiness for peace and declared that these 
exceptional laws existed only for the duration 
of the struggleshould.Rome was exaggerated 
in its hatred. Pfaffen had the sad courage to 
speak of Bismarck as a great dog,which 
should be eliminated. The murder incitement 


against Germany's Chancellor then also 
resulted in a fanatical one 

Romling, Kullmann, on July 13, 1874 in 
Kissingen, where Bismarck had been for a 
cure for nine days, the pistolrose to 
assassinate the German Bismarck as a 
Christian!The shot hit Bismarck in the right 
hand. Kullmann explicitly stated that he had 
Bismarck, Aiesen liberalScoundrel ", want to 
kill for religious reasons, and that he hates 
Bismarck from his pastor Stormanngot 
vaccinated!The Catholic press possessed the 
vulgarity, this act of their fellow believer 
Kullmann as “psychologicalunderstandable 
"So Bismarck was blamed for almost having 
passed away from such a deplorable devout 
Catholicbe allowed to shoot dead. However, 
this assassination had one positive result: 
some harmless people inGermany learned to 
see how far Rome in its hatred lets it go!The 
ultramontanes were quick to declare the 
Kullmann to be abnormal when this 


assassination affair was onearoused 
considerable hostility towards Rome in 
Germany.But in his speech of December 4, 
1874, Bismarck called to Windthorst:"But you 
may break away from this murderer as you 
wish, he clings to your skirt tails. He names 
youhis faction! "On December 5th, diplomatic 
relations between Germany and the were 
finally broken offVatican Rome.Bismarck- 
reveals in public the monstrous aims of 
Rome, which, blinded by its power 
madness,Do not shrink from anything that it 
starts wars in order to profit from 
genocide.Rome was silent or made 
meaningless evasions. Bismarck showed 
that Rome had something in common with 
the FrenchWhen the war broke out, it made a 
deal against Germany that Rome, in its 
diabolical hatred of the North, was each 
otherhuman, let alone religious trait! Rome 
shrugged its shoulders!On January 5, 1875, 
the Bishop of Paderborn, Dr. Martin, appalled 


by the state at his office.In the judgment 
against him it says:"... Since the laws of May 
11th, 12th and 13th, 1873 came into effect, 
the bishop has continued throughpublic 
proclamations, solemn addresses and other 
events the delusion of a religious andTo feed 
church persecution and, with all the weight of 
his mighty influence, the Catholics of his 
dioceseto provoke dangerously and 
successfully to the utmost resistance to state 
authority and the lawstries..."The Prince- 
Bishop of Wroclaw, Dr. Forester, was removed 
from office. The well-known martyr psychosis 
spread, and Rome kept stirring up turmoil.On 
February 5, 1875, the Pope issued an 
encyclical to the archbishops and bishops in 
Prussia, in which helncited resistance to 
church laws and threatened all clergy loyal to 
the state with excommunication!In March 
1875, the government introduced a bill that 
the state could suspend benefits if theRoman 
Catholic Church violated state law.It was 


natural for the state to take this conclusion 
and use the opportunity to separate.Rome 
responded with a demonstration: it appointed 
the deposed Bishop of Poznan-Gnesen 
cardinal!On April 2, the bishops of the Fulda 
Bishops’ Conference issued an immediate 
presentation against the bill. youresisted the 
attempt to withdraw state funds from 
them.On April 17, the bill on the suspension 
of state benefits to the Catholic Church was 
adopted264: 88 votes passed. 

In a bill of April 16, 1875, an amendment to 
the constitution of January 31, 1850 in 
oneBill presented and approved after several 
consultations. The constitutional amendment 
read as follows"... Articles 15, 16 and 18 of 
the constitutional document of January 31, 
1850 are repealed. The legal order 
ofProtestant and Catholic Church as well as 
the other religious societies in the state is 
regulated according to theLaws of the state. 
"With this advance the state broke a 


prerogative of the churches, a prerogative of 
the hierarchy, and demanded that it be 
applied to alllnstitutions and associations 
under public law would be set the same 
standards. Because of their numerousUntil 
now, the churches had understood how to 
remain outside the legal rights of the state 
and had special rightsthus to be inviolable in 
almost all cases with reference to the special 
rights. At all times the churches have been 
intheir struggles * for a concordat for this 
privilege.Bismarck had never thought of 
exterminating the Christian religion. He knew 
that nothing the churchesso far has 
strengthened as actual or alleged 
persecution, and that the martyr instincts the 
mostserious because they are the most vain! 
So it was not important to him to force the 
Catholic population out of the clutches of 
Rome overnighttear. He knew very well that 
the nationalistic and ideological liberation of 
Germany was reserved for a later timehad to 


stay. As a statesman, Bismarck was primarily 
concerned with the encroachments of a 
foreign power into theto reject due barriers 
and to show Rome that a belligerent Pope 
could not go unpunished to the nationmay 
sneer.Bismarck saw that the intrigues 
pursued by Rome were strong enough to 
drive wedges into the governmentand isolate 
him almost entirely. Bismarck would have 
needed a Protestantism that was at least 
purposeful in GermanySupport and the 
indispensable support for an attack. But the 
Evangelical Church did not knowthe 
unconditional and unwavering will to the 
kingdom, but was for the most part 
embittered about being in battlearound the 
sovereignty of the state also their "rights" 
were touched.Germany at the time of 
Bismarck was not revolutionary enough to 
see and know that all struggles in andthere 
are ultimately intellectual struggles over the 
state that require everyone to be ready to 


make a decision. The bourgeoisindividualistic 
epoch simply did not want it to be true that 
Rome is a spiritual power with which it is at 
peaceto live means to place oneself under 
their rule!Bismarck had to realize that in the 
long run he was powerless against the 
ignorance of his time. To the nationFor his 
own sake he could not and should not fall 
over the Kulturkampf.The gradually appearing 
symptom of fatigue in battle is not 
Bismarck’'s fault, but hisbourgeois, non- 
warlike environment, which is unsuitable for 
political struggle. The bourgeoisie, who 
quickly became rich and fed up with the war 
they won and the founding of an empire, had 
forthe long mental struggle simply no longer 
interested and therefore no more time. One 
wanted to earn in peace! TheseGerman 
tragedy has unfortunately been repeated 
many times in history, and it seems to be 
German fate thatonly in times of poverty and 
humiliation ideas are born and championed. 


Spoke on April 16, 1875Bismarck the 
memorable words:’As history shows us 
bellicose popes and peaceful, fencing and 
spiritual ones, | hope it willOnce again it will 
soon be the turn of a peace-loving Pope who 
is not merely the product of choicewants to 
elevate the Italian clergy to world domination, 
but who are ready to let other people live 
tooof their kind, and with whom peace will be 
made. That is where my hope is, and then | 
hopeagain to find an Antonelli who is 
insightful enough to make peace with worldly 
powerto meet. "Here Bismarck had to submit 
to the prevailing view of his time that there 
can also be a papacy,that does not lay claim 
to world domination.It cannot be underlined 
thickly enough that this was not Bismarck’s 
opinion, but that unfortunately the 
courtlssued "peace" instructions. That is to 
say, Bismarck had been given the 
unmistakable understanding that he would 
get out of the affair with decencywould have 


to pull! For Bismarck it was a matter of honor 
that he did not make peace with the ruling 
Pope 

could. And the court itself had to agree with 
him. The hope of the early death of this 
peace-disturbingPope was all the more 
justified as the Pope is almost always in the 
canonical age. Bismarck wasStrategist 
enough to take advantage of the given 
situation to the best of his ability. The hope of 
reconciliation with theHe was happy to leave 
the subsequent Pope to the compromise.At 
the beginning of May 1875, the House of 
Representatives passed the bill regarding the 
"Repeal of the Orders and."Congregations "for 
consultation. The draft was justified by Falk 
and without changes in the deputies 
andMansion accepted.With this, Bismarck 
once again led a decisive blow against Rome, 
because they had all over 
GermanyUltramontane sendlings in the 
course of their Counter-Reformation knew 


how to settle in crucial placesand to create 
strategic points for themselves through their 
monasteries and religious settlements.Here 
Bismarck met Rome again at a particularly 
sensitive point!And so it is not surprising that 
the bishops apparently gave in. This 
happened when the property management 
law was being negotiated in the Catholic 
Church, a lawafter the Catholic parishes have 
a right to asset management in the form of 
parish councilsand commissions were 
granted.It was here that the bishops for the 
first time went into ecclesiastical laws, 
submitted to them and promised 
theirsSupport in the implementation of the 
new regulations. The intention of the clergy 
was, undisputed and now in public, a church 
administration under Romewind up.The 
bourgeois-harmless circles in Germany did 
not notice this intention or did not want to 
notice it and weredelighted to see the 
beginning of the "pacification" of Germany in 


this "turning in" of the bishops!Rome was 
able to skillfully exploit this mood of the 
bourgeoisie. Roman circles hypednow a 
peace counsel and let it be known that it was 
really only the government and, in the end, 
Bismarckthe peacemaker.Reichensperger 
even let a pamphlet "Kulturkampf or Peace in 
State and Church’ go to the people. It was 
onlyembarrassing to have to notice on closer 
inspection that all the proposals for mutual 
understanding were basically nothing 
elsethan the demand for the repeal of the 
May laws and thus for the restoration of the 
old state, that isafter submission of the state 
to the church!The years 1876 and 1877 
brought nothing essentially new to the 
struggle. The war between the nation and 
Rome was inpassed over an unpleasant and 
for the nation crippling trench warfare. Rome 
used this situationextremely adept at digging 
and undermining. The state did not go one 
step further. His clout was in large part 


through and through clique economyCross- 
driving paralyzed. Bismarck was very busy 
preventing a disgraceful retreat.New laws 
were no longer enacted. At best, they were 
content with small additions to existing 
onesRegulations.|In order to maintain the 
necessary discipline, the state had to remove 
some bishops. So on March 8, 1876, the 
bishopBrinkmann von Munster, on July 28, 
1876 Archbishop Melchers of Cologne and 
on June 13, 1877, Bishop Blumfrom 
Limburg. The tactics of the center were after 
Mallinckrodt's death (May 26, 1874) and after 
the leadership was taken overA decisive 
change occurred through Windthorst: one 
had passed over to passive resistance

The Victory of Catholic Action Over German 
Indifference 


The indifferent circles saw in the death of 
Pope Pius the prerequisite for the end of the 
struggle. Romehimself had the greatest 
interest in changing tactics and pretended to 
be of goodwill for peace.Mind you, on the 
quiet assumption that all restrictive state 
laws are withdrawn!Bismarck had no choice 
but to also assure his readiness for peace 
and, for the rest, to tryto conform to the 
tactics of Rome in order to be able to fight at 
least with similar weapons. Here was 
Bismarckfrom the outset inferior to Rome 
because he stood alone and not remotely 
over connections and possibilitiesdecreed 


how Rome could play them out.Bismarck 
changed his behavior to the point of being 
amiable. The liberal circles, which had never 
understood him, interpreted this as lack of 
character, a reproachBismarck was all the 
more composed because he was concerned 
not with himself but with the German 

cause. The change in the composition of the 
Holy See initially brought an exchange of 
letters between Berlinand Rome with it. In 
their addresses, the emperor and the crown 
prince expressed the hope of an early 
peace. The center under Windthorst 
responded skillfully by refraining from all 
snub by Bismarck and "on.’elegant 
“camouflaged.Rome knew what it wanted; for 
despite all the external calm, especially 
recently, there have been quite a number of 
deserted onesParishes and vacant 
bishoprics; the number of so-called state 
pastors was small and reached farnot 
enough to fill the vacancies. But there, where 


there was no consignment from Rome, it was 
at least to be feared that witha purposeful 
counter-attack some might turn from Rome 
and confess to the state. The counter-attack 
washowever neither by the Protestant Church 
nor by an influential political party.It wasn't 
long before the first negotiations between 
Berlin and Rome began. Had in August 
1878Bismarck held a meeting in Kissingen 
with the Munich Nuncio, Cardinal Marsella. 
Rome wanted toSign of "reconciliation", that 
is, as a sign of triumph, first of all the 
restoration of the legationto reach.Bismarck 
had to see to it that the Reich got out of these 
negotiations what could still be gotten out of 
them.He tried to make the center compliant 
first. That is why he asked as the price for the 
restoration of theLegation the approval of the 
center for the impending socialist law. The 
center did not respond to thisone because it 
did not want to miss the tremendous chance, 
the fruits of the dissatisfaction of all circles 


thatwere affected by the Socialist Law.Also 
the other demand of Bismarck, the retention 
of the state veto rights with 
CatholicsAppointments, encountered 
resistance from Rome. So the first attempts 
at rapprochement had to be considered a 
failurebe considered.A game of cat and 
mouse began. It was to be seen who would 
have the greatest stamina. First steppeda 
change in the person of the papal secretary 
of state. Franchi, who became a moderate 
Catholic on March 3, 1878had taken up his 
post as State Secretary of the Pope, died in 
August. His successor Ninad was withmany 
promises made to Germany as a friend of 
religious peace. That happened again and 
againAdvance of Rome against the laws of 
war. However, despite promises and threats, 
the government keptUltramontanes stuck to 
them.Bismarck and his co-workers saw more 
and more clearly that Rome was not 
interested in peace per se, but in 


victoryarrived via Germany.|In a speech in the 
House of Representatives on December 11, 
1878, Falk explained to the Sendlingen of 
Rome:"So you impose a peace on the state 
government on the basis of unconditional 
submission. Well, gentlemen,Such a 
suggestion can be made to an opponent who 
is prostrate on the ground with his hands 
onand feet shackled, but not facing an 
opponent who stands upright and stays 
upright. " 

This speech by Falk, which was an open word 
from a German man and nothing else, was 
also used by ProtestantsCircles rejected as 
"unwise". You just wanted peace!The Pope, 
too, now saw the moment to express his love 
for peace, and thereby if possibleto blame the 
German government for further tensions.In a 
letter to the former Archbishop of Cologne, 
Melchers, he expressly stated his wish to be 
includedGermany to have peace.The press 
immediately reported that the Holy Father 


wanted to put an end to all quarrels and was 
laying Bismarck onthe hand out. Behind this, 
however, was the threatening question of 
what the German government thought of this 
generous gesturethink of the Pope to do!The 
next period saw primarily direct negotiations 
between Bismarck and Rome.At the end of 
March 1879, Bismarck received the center 
leader Windthorst. On this occasion, 
questions of theKulturkampf discussed. A 
second meeting between these two 
representatives each otherexclusive worlds 
took place on the 16th time in 1879. There 
was even a brief meeting between the 
government andCenter in questions of 
economic and customs policy.Bismarck, who 
was now mainly opposed by the Liberals, 
quite consciously harnessed the black horses 
of theCenter in front of his car. He was the 
man who could do that without being 
unfaithful to his great linesbecome.Center 
circles began to mutiny against Windthorst 


because they feared that Bismarck would do 
the whole thingCenter would checkmate with 
a few clever moves.lIn order to avoid this in 
any case, the center stiffened on the fact that 
the May laws in a bow and loopwould have to 
be canceled.Once again the emissaries of 
Rome used all their influence in their cliques 
at court, if not for anythingBismarck, at least 
to get rid of the hated Falk. The emperor 
himself was drawn into the intrigues and 
received his Minister Falk more and more 
ungraciously.Even Bismarck could no longer 
hold Falk without running the risk of being 
involved in the fall.In July 1879, Falk was 
finally overthrown. Rome triumphed! It had 
proven its power.It was true that it had not 
won a victory over the German people, not 
even over the German government, but it didit 
had cleverly defeated the indifferent German 
bourgeoisie and the court. The court in 
particular had been so cleverly led behind the 
light that it did not notice how it was with his 


own handSigned death warrant. Forty years 
later, his eyes will have opened. The next 
events followed in rapid succession. Falk's 
resignation was the one begun by Rome and 
byRomlingen so baptized "Kulturkampf" 
practically ended.Falk's successor, Ober- 
President von Puttkammer, was a man very 
agreeable to the center.In his very first 
speech he emphasized the state's great 
desire for peace. The Pope responded with a 
meaningless, but beautiful-sounding breve on 
February 24, 1880.In the meantime, Bismarck 
believed in support on the Polish question, 
which was particularly close to his heartof 
the center hope to be able to. This hope 
proved to be a great delusion, and Bismarck 
had to realize with horror how fanatical Rome 
wasPursuing a goal and how irreconcilable it 
is towards the north, which is free of Rome, 
despite all other assurances. 

Since the government has so far neither 
withdrawn the May laws nor officially 


diplomatic relationshad restored, the center 
began anew to drive a single-minded 
opposition.Bismarck was now so isolated 
that he could no longer take up a new fight. 
The only thing to himWhat remained to be 
done was the possibility of preventing a total 
defeat of the government, or at least thatTo 
avoid appearances of weakness in the 
government and the admission of openness 
to intrigue at court or toReduce.As the 
government's confidante, Prince Reuss 
conducted preliminary negotiations with 
Roman Jacobini. Like Bismarckthought about 
these negotiations is evident from his letter 
of April 20, 1880 to Reuss:"... The government 
can easily escape peaceful endeavors, but 
lets itself through struggle andForcing threats 
to hand is how it has abdicated as a 
government.

Abolition of the May Laws 
according to the clerical demands.Peace- 
loving practice, tolerable modus vivendi on 
the basis of mutual compatibility is all | ever 
doseemed understandable ... “With this letter, 
Bismarck exposed the deceptive maneuvers 
of Rome, which was already beginning to 
form the basis of theNegotiations using 
fabricated promises.Rome was always great 
in this. It is well known that the entire Roman 
papal state is on a large-scale fraudwhich 
Laurentius Valla discovered. That is why none 
other than Ulrich von Hutten has the Pope 
and hisState attacked with German and clear 
words!In May 1880 the negotiations were 
broken off as inconclusive. For its part, the 
state now proceeded toTo compromise.He 


drafted "mitigation laws".The first "Mitigation 
Act" dates from July 14, 1880. It essentially 
dealt with the question ofResumption of 
state support to the Catholic Church. In 
addition, the state pastors should dieMay 
take over pastoral care in the orphaned 
districts. The proposal met with the bitterest 
resistance of theCenter. Rome did not want a 
compromise, but victory; it did not want to 
legislate leniency, but to withdrawthe May 
Laws.On June 17, 1881, Puttkammer 
transferred to the Ministry of the Interior. The 
Ministry of Culture was from 
theUndersecretary of State taken over by 
Gofler. GoRler continued Puttkammer's 
policy of reconciliation. But he was tooan 
opponent of the repeal of the May laws.On 
January 16, 1882, a second mitigation law 
was presented, which essentially deals with 
the question ofdeposed bishops, who should 
be reinstated in their diocese in the event of a 
pardon.iIn addition, the culture examination 


should be canceled in certain 
cases.Nonetheless, tensions intensified 
when Ledochowski began his hate speech at 
the Vatican. Rome triedto play off its 
influence on the Polish-speaking East.So it 
came about that the mitigation laws were 
neither recognized by Panst nor applied by 
the state. The Emperor now began personally 
to bring about a relaxation through 
correspondence with the Pope.On July 11, 
1883, the third act of mitigation was 
published. This was mainly the Royal Court of 
Justice forecclesiastical matters relating to 
the transfer of an ecclesiastical office or the 
appointment of a teachercanceled.The 
government remained firm only in its refusal 
to take up the agitator Cardinal Ledochowski 
again. Bismarcknow insisted that the center 
be excluded from negotiations between the 
government and the Curia. He made surethat 
Bishop Kopp from Fulda was appointed to the 
manor house as a representative of Rome. 


The consequence of the elimination of the 
Parliament and direct negotiation in the 
manor house was the first "peace law" of May 
21, 1886, in which theThe cultural exams 
were abolished and the church was given 
back the right to train its servants on its 
own.In addition, among other things, the 
Royal Court of Justice for Church Affairs was 
finally repealed. The double game played by 
the Pope came about in the almost comedy- 
like attitude of the centerExpression. 
Bisrnarck needed the approval of the center 
for a military bill, which was published on 
November 25, 1886 inReichstag was 
negotiated. The center refused to give its 
consent. The Pope was called and ordered 
the center toto vote for the submission. The 
center did not carry out the order! When the 
going got tough, the Pope 
votedretrospectively to the attitude of the 
center! The Pope explicitly stated that he was 
maintaining the centerWishes! And the Pope 


knew what else he would use the center for! 
After much negotiation and fighting, on April 
29th, the ban on orders was liftedthe 
forbidden by imperial law (i.e. the Jesuits) 
published.After the publication of the last 
"Repeal Act", the status quo ante of 1873 was 
essentially achieved.Rome had not yet 
succeeded in achieving the status quo ante in 
1871. Also diplomatic relations were uphas 
since been officially resumed. So on May 23, 
1887, the Pope was able to publicly 
declarethat the ecclesiastical struggle has 
been settled!Rome could cheer!Kopp was 
appointed Prince-Bishop of Breslau. On June 
24, 1891, the outstanding funds were paid 
outfor the time of the lock law. So even 
financially, Rome had not suffered a setback! 
The indifference of bourgeois and imperial 
Germany had helped that bylrresponsibility 
and mental indolence had to break off an 
almost won battle and thatthis resulted in a 
setback!To be sure, the state had fought for 


civil law and ended the rule of the church over 
the school, but it had stephave to give up the 
dearly bought land step by step because the 
people did not yet have the right 
representatives,to expand the positions 
gained.After the elimination of Bismarck, the 
Catholic advance continued unstoppably.The 
world war, and especially the post-war period, 
faced some Germans with the danger of 
Romeundiminished fierceness of the 
Kulturkampf.Germany fights for the north 
free of Rome. It's at the forefront. That is one 
of his most pressing tasksand his fate.What 
Bismarck was unable to complete, we 
youngsters of the nation will take on as an 
inheritance and afterwardsLead strength to a 
happy ending.Not out of hatred of fellow 
Catholics, but out of love for our nation, 
which is not the playthingsupranational 
powers that are part of Rome.We are not the 
barbaric attackers of a Roman-Christian 
culture, but defenders of our GermanPeople 
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
